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HIGHER LEARNING 

Raymond and district is glad 
to welcome home again her col¬ 
lege young people. Graduation 
ceremonies all over the country 
bring to mind the thought o\ 
how we came to have colleges. 

According to the New lnter- 
natinal Encyclopaedia, “The ear 
ly colleges grew out of the mon 
astic care of the indigent, sick 
and feeble, and were at first, in 
connection with hospitj a estab¬ 
lished by the various orders.” 

“Under the influence of the 
mendicant orders and the exam 
pie of Robert de Sorbonne, wh » 
about 1255 founded the college 
which bears his name for stud¬ 
ents who had already taken the 
earlier degree, colleges became 
more numerous, 
was the first college to be cstab 
lished in the United States. It 

Harvard University (1636) 
was started by church folks 
who desired “to preserve and 
perpetuate in their new home 
the classical and theological lea 
rning acquired by many of them 
at the University of Cambridg 
(England) and to educate the 
“English and Indian youth’’ in 
knowledge and godliness.” 

William and Mary was the 
recon 1 college to be established 


in the colonies. Rev. James 
Blair and a group of co-religion 
ists secured in 1693 its chart', r 
frm King William and Que n 
Mary. The Rev. Mr. Blait was 
its first president. The Phi 
Beta Kappa fraternity was est¬ 
ablished here in 1776. The ci cy¬ 
clopaedia also informs us that 
“most of the earlier and many 
ot the latter colleges’* wore est- 
nblishd by churches. 

Many blessings have been 
made possible for the race thru 
science, art, medicine, law, engin 
eering and religion because our 
colleges have opened their doors 
to all regardless of creed or no 
creed.

THE DOOR STANDS OPEN 


(by John Edwin Price) 

In an unusual poem by a 
high school student, reported in 
th< book— ‘CREATIVE YOUTH’ 
the graduates are 1 kened to 
those who stand in a doorway. 

Wynne Fairfield remembers 
that the young people on the 
inside have, up until gradual, 
ion, given little thought to 
those who are continually pass¬ 
ing by the door of the school 
on the outside. Undecided th y 
are as to whether or not thev 
dare to step out into the crowd 
as it swirls by. 

The author stands by the 
window and watches the sad 
tired pleasant, happy, hurry¬ 
ing throng who have written on 
their faces an eagerness for 
something elusive which is alw¬ 
ays just beyond. She sees sonic 
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anxiously running as if they 
might, by sheer physical effort, 
catch up with the thing thev 
are seeking. 

Some are coming back. Their 
“faces are lined and ugly, but 
their eyes are wise.” Not Ml aie 
so marked, or should we say 
“marred” by their experiences, 
here are those whose faces sim 
ply indicate emptinss, not hav¬ 
ing sensed the meaning of 
that through which they were 
passing. 

The author seems interested 
in the face that to her typifies 
her own, one with continually 
questioning light. Then she seen 
a man whose face was once fair 
and joyful, unsullied by the 
lines of remorse, and concern¬ 
ing him she says:— 

“His eyes are broken wind¬ 
ows, and he babble without 
sense;

She pictures one man tryiing 
to recla ; m the th’ngs which the 
thoughtless young ones are 
dropping. What these things of 
character are we are left to 
surmise.

She bemoans th6 
fact that while she has taken 
in the situation it is to late to 
warn them of the dangers out¬ 
side the open door. And then 
comes the happy’ climax of what 
might otherwise l>e a distress¬ 
ing picture, for she writes:—

half outstretched; 

And 1 am part of the crowd,"

COVER CROPS FOR SOIL 
DRIFT CONTROL 


Cover crops have been u.sed 
for many years in th e area near 
the foothills of Alberta from 
High River to Granum to help 
prevent soil drifting and thU 
method of control is still the 
one most widely used in that 
locality. Cover crops are also 
being introduced in other parts 
of the prairies where moisture 
is sufficient to permit the sar 
rifice, for the production of a 
cover crop, of some of the 
moisture stored in the fallow. 

Spring grain is commonly 
used as a cover crop and is seed 
ed early enough to give suffic¬ 
ient growth to furnish propel 
protection to the s°il after the 
plants have been frozen. Ihe 
actual amount of growth need¬ 
ed depends on the likelihood 


the soil to drift; for example 
fields that are in narrow strips 
and that arc protected by *i 
good trash cover of stubble, or 
other material, do not require 
as much crop covering as un¬ 
stripped, bare fields. The gene'* 
al practice in western Alberta 
k to finish seeding by the first 
of August.

TO AID PROBE INTO OPERATIONS 

Reveals Exchange Suggested Months Ago That Appoint* 
ment of Pool Man as Government Supervisor 
Would bo Welcomed. 


*u order io clarify »i.. position in 
view of statements made at Ot¬ 
tawa, the Winnipeg Grain Ex¬ 
change has issued tho following 

statements: 

“On Friday afternoon the Prime 
Minister In a speech in the IIouso 
of Commons reiterated tho allega¬ 
tion originally made by Mr. John 
I. McFarland last October that 
foreign grain firms were engaged 
in a bear raid in the Winnipeg 
market. This allegation was inves¬ 
tigated by the Council of the Win¬ 
nipeg Grain Exchange and v.’ua 
fully answered in a statement is¬ 
sued and published in the presr 
November 2, 1934, in tho follow¬ 
ing terms: 

“On October 1st Winnipeg 
newspapers carried an interview 
with Mr. John I. McFarland, 
who is in charge of the govern¬ 
ment’s wheat operations, in 
which ho stated that he would 
recommend to the government 
at Ottawa that an investigation 
be made into the selling of 
wheat on the Winnipeg market j 
and would urge the government 
to make representations to the 
governments of Argentine and 
the United Kingdom that they 
take similar action in regard to 
the futures markets in Bueno 
Aires and Liverpool. About Oc¬ 
tober 6th a mischievous despat¬ 
ch purporting to be the inside 
story of an organized hear raid 
on the Winnipeg grain market 
firing the two pr; . iou weeks 
appeared in many of tho load¬ 
ing newspapers throughout Can¬ 
ada. i This despatch originated 
apparently from some news¬ 
paper service in Winnipeg. It 
made free us3 of Mr. McFar¬ 
land's name and its contents 
would lead many people to be¬ 
lieve that figures ai> 1 ripp > - •*(! 
facts given in it must h ive or¬ 
iginated from Mr. McFarland's 
organization. The article Is in¬ 
accurate and misleading: tlior » 
was no condition existing in tlm 
trading on the Wlnn’neg Grain 
Exchange that wouM justify 
such a story. It reads like fic¬ 
tion, and to the best of our 
knowledge that is just what it 
is. There is no evidence in the 
figures showing the market pos¬ 
ition of grain firms ns at Sep¬ 
tember 17th and October 1st. 
secured by the Council of 111** 
Exchange firm the Clearing 
House, and n!: 1, • h ive been di.s 
closed to Mr. McFarland, that 
any bear raid was attempted. 
Mr. McFarland l a? tils) been 
adv!. ,t *l by tho Couivdl thv Pm 
international firm* wliosto nr.meo 
have been mentioned in tbit 
connect Ion were ready to uftlli- 
orize the Clearing Polish to 
make the figures showing their 
trading available to him. 

".“The international Investiga¬ 
tion suggested by Mr. McFar¬ 
land on October 1st should, in 
our opinion, not be* lost right 
of. There can bo no argument 


■.bout tlie tact that our greatest 
need is to export more Cana 
dlan wheat, and if there is any 
1 opo that an independent inter¬ 
national investigation into tho 
: itu ition in the Canadian, Ar- 
f entino and English markets 
will disclose anything in the 
: ctions of government agencies 
rr individuals that is making it 
difficult for us to market our 
wheat abroad, it should be un¬ 
dertaken at once. It would ob¬ 
viously be in the interest of tho 
\ hole country as well as of our 
wheat producers. It would, wo 
cro sure, bo welcomed by tho 
{.ruin trade of Canada. 

“The Council of the Ex¬ 
change is prepared to afford 
facilities for investigation of 
the trading operations of all its 
members, without exception by 
competent and impartial per- 
» oils, if such ail investiga¬ 
tion is deemed to bo in the pub¬ 
lic interest, and lias previously 
j dvised Mr. McFarland that tho 
Exchange would, in addition, 
lend all possible assistance to 
u government supervisor of tho 
kind recommended by tho 
Stamp Commission should tho 
government see fit to appoiut 
one. 

“Tlio action of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange in setting miu- 
imum prices for December and 
May wheat of 75c and 80c per 
bushel respectively was takep 
at the instance of ilie Dominion 
government anil in pursuance 
of the policy the Exchange bus 
consistently pursued of co-oper¬ 
ating with the Dominion gov- 
crniont, and government wheat 
agency.* ” ^ 

“Following the issuance of this 
statement. It. W. Milner, tho Pres¬ 
ident, with the authority of the 
Council, udviaed Mr. McFarland 
that the Winnipeg Grain Ex¬ 
change would welcome the ap¬ 
pointment by the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment, to tlio position of Gruin 
Exchange supervisor, of George 
Mcivor, who baa been assistant to 
Mr. McFarland since December 
1930, anil who previously to that 
was General Sales Manager of 
tho Canadian Co-opertivo Wheat 
Producers Limited (the Pool Cen¬ 
tral Selling Agency). Tlio offer of 
the Council that it was prepared 
to afford facilities for investiga¬ 
tion of the trading operations of 
all its members, without excep¬ 
tion, anil ns to the appointment of 
a Grain Exchange supervisor, as 
suggested by the Stamp Commls- 
flion, lias nevor been withdrawn, 
llcpnsentatives of tho Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange now in Ottawa 
are prepared niul anxious to ap¬ 
pear before tho special committee 
of tho House of Commons, which 
has just been appointed, to meet 
the allegations which have been 
mode with reference to the bear 
raid and tho supposed • present 
short position, and to supply any 
information which tho committee 
may require.*
